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SHOULD  THE  DRAFT  BE  DROPPED? 


For  the  first  time  in  a generation  there 
seems  to  be  a political  possibility  of  ending 
the  draft.  Nixon,  campaigning,  said  “Just  as 
soon  as  our  reduced  manpower  requirements 
in  Vietnam  will  permit  us  to  do  so,  we  should 
stop  the  draft  and  put  our  Selective  Service 
structure  on  standby.”  He  asked  the  Defense 
Department  to  produce  a detailed  plan  to 
bring  that  about.  A Commission  on  Volun- 
tary Military  Service  has  been  set  up  to  con- 
duct a feasibility  study  and  report  to  the 
President  by  November. 

Senator  Hatfield  and  eight  other  Senators 
have  put  in  a bill  to  implement  President 
Nixon’s  proposal,  matched  by  Kastenmeier’s 
H.R.  5283.  Senators  Goldwater,  Schweiker, 
and  Young  of  the  Armed  Service  Committee 
support  voluntary  enlistments,  and  with  the 
Republican  and  Democratic  Whips,  Scott 
and  Kennedy,  proposing  draft  reform  legis- 
lation, Senate  hearings  on  the  draft  are  likely. 
Chairman  Rivers  of  the  House  Armed  Serv- 
ices Committee  has  also  indicated  that  he 
intends  to  hold  hearings  though  probably 
nothing  will  move  until  after  November. 

There  are  voices  claiming  that  a return 
to  a voluntary  army  is  impossible  — that 
when  the  draft  lapsed  in  1947  by  1948  the 
armed  forces  had  dropped  15%  below  auth- 
orized levels.  What  they  fail  to  mention  is 
what  can  only  be  interpreted  as  a deliberate 
attempt  on  the  part  of  the  military,  at  the 
time,  to  limit  enlistment  by  raising  accepta- 
bility standards.  Qualifying  aptitude  test 
scores  went  from  59  to  90.  Recruits  had  to  be 
single  without  dependents  and  sign  for  three 
years  instead  of  two.  Recent  studies  indicate 
that  the  army  continues  to  discourage  vol- 
unteers, bolstering  the  case  for  the  draft  by 
the  alleged  failure  of  recruiting.  To  insure 
this  appearance,  draft  quotas  are  distributed 
to  Local  Boards  at  least  30  days  before  re- 
cruiting stations  get  their  quotas:  recruiting 
quotas  are  always  set  low  enough  to  make 
the  draft  seem  necessary,  and,  on  one  occa- 
sion, recruiting  stations  were  actually  closed 
down  entirely  to  permit  the  draft  to  continue. 
Moreover  it  is  still  true  that  acceptability 


tests  for  the  volunteer  are  higher  than  for 
the  draftee.  A man  may  actually  be  drafted 
after  his  attempted  enlistment  has  been  re- 
jected. 

The  Pentagon  has  claimed  that  it  would 
cost  up  to  $17  billion  more  to  get  the 
number  of  volunteers  needed  for  a volunteer 
armed  force.  No  one  knows  how  such  a 
figure  was  arrived  at.  Independent  econo- 
mists claim  that  paying  recruits  wages  com- 
petitive with  civilian  rates  might  cost  any- 
where from  $4  billion  to  $7,  according  to 
whether  the  desired  size  of  armed  force  is 
under  or  over  3 million  men.  Whatever  the 
figure,  it  should  be  noted  that  it  represents 
the  degree  of  economic  exploitation  of  con- 
scripted young  men.  As  someone  has  said, 
it  is  the  greatest  example  of  economic  ex- 
ploitation since  slavery. 

Other  objections  to  a volunteer  army  have 
arisen  of  such  a nature  as  to  make  one  won- 
der at  how  much  a generation  of  peacetime 
conscription  has  altered  our  thinking.  Tradi- 
tionally Americans  thought  of  conscription 
as  alien,  despotic,  the  taproot  of  militarism 
and  a contradiction  and  denial  of  our  demo- 
cratic values  and  individual  freedom,  only 
to  be  endured  in  times  of  emergency  as  neces- 
sary for  national  survival.  Today  it  is  the 
volunteer  army  that  is  suspect.  It  is  seen  as 
a way  of  enticing  the  poor  to  risk  their  lives 
in  a mercenary,  largely  black  army  inde- 
pendent of  civilian  control  and  representing 
a definite  threat  of  a military  takeover.  Un- 
fortunately, it  is  not  only  the  man  in  the 
street  who  harbors  such  fears;  it  can  be  seen 
also  in  articles  in  the  press  and  debates  in 
Congress. 

The  Christian  Century  published  an  edi- 
torial last  winter  by  Ronald  Goetz  question- 
ing dropping  the  draft,  favoring  conscription 
because  “only  if  ours  is  a citizen  army  can 
we  keep  adequate  moral  tabs  on  the  nation’s 
military  activities.” 

General  Hershey,  on  the  other  hand,  feels 
that  the  real  purpose  of  Selective  Service  is 
to  give  government  a means  of  controlling 
and  directing  its  citizens,  channeling  them

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into  civilian  as  well  as  military  occupations 
as  it  sees  fit  . . . “developing  more  effective 
human  beings  in  the  national  interest.” 
(From  the  Selective  Service  Memorandum 
“Channeling”.) 

If  General  Hershey  knows  what  conscrip- 
tion is  really  about,  and  I suspect  he  does, 
then  Goetz  must  be  mistaken.  If  conscription 
increases  government’s  control  of  its  citizens 
it  is  unlikely  at  the  same  time  to  increase  the 
citizen’s  control  of  government.  After  12 
years  of  peacetime  conscription,  President 
Eisenhower,  in  his  farewell  address,  felt  it 
necessary  to  warn  us  of  danger  in  the  grow- 
ing power  of  the  military-industrial  elite. 
If  Goetz  was  right  how  do  we  explain  the  fact 
that  we  have  become  the  greatest  military 
power  and  the  greatest  arms  salesman  the 
world  has  ever  seen,  with  military  alliances 
with  42  other  countries,  with  military  bases 
and  garrisons  all  over  the  world,  with  war- 
ships and  nuclear  submarines  in  every  ocean, 
with  military  intervention  a major  feature 
of  our  foreign  policy  and  undeclared  wars 
promising  to  become  a constant  feature  of 
our  national  life?  Is  it  possible  that  through 
conscription  the  army  has  been  more  success- 
ful in  shaping  our  thinking  than  we  have 
been  in  controlling  military  policy? 

The  editorial  also  claims  that  coercion 
would  still  be  implicit  in  volunteer  recruit- 
ment because  “the  overwhelming  majority 
of  the  volunteers  would  come  from  the  ranks 
of  the  economically  dispossessed-minority 
group  members  who,  in  our  racist  society, 
could  not  do  as  well  outside  the  military.” 
On  the  other  hand,  if  the  military  have  to 
compete  in  the  labor  market  for  their  tech- 
nicians as  well  as  for  their  foot  soldiers,  and 
if  they  adopt  the  policy  of  hiring  civilians  to 
do  the  many  civilian  jobs  now  being  done 
by  unwilling  draftees,  the  volunteer  army 
may  well  be  more  representative  of  our  so- 
ciety than  it  is  at  present. 

The  fear  that  a volunteer  army  will  be  all 
black  is  groundless.  Even  if  every  black  man 
who  could  qualify  enlisted,  they  could  not 
make  up  as  much  as  25%  of  a 2.7  million 
force.  With  the  increase  in  black  militancy, 
it  is  unlikely  that  the  proportion  willing  to 
fight  in  “whitey’s”  army  is  on  the  rise.  Pres- 
ent enlistment  rates  for  blacks  and  whites 
are  almost  the  same.  Re-enlistment  rates  for 
blacks  are  about  double  the  white  rate.  As 
the  lot  of  the  minorities  in  civilian  life  im- 
proves, we  may  expect  these  re-enlistment 
rates  to  become  more  equal. 

Goetz’  final  objection  to  ending  the  draft 
arises  from  the  fear  that  the  alternative  is  a 


professional  army  capable  of  escaping  civil- 
ian control  and  establishing  a military  dic- 
tatorship. The  question  is  which  is  more  dan- 
gerous to  a democratic  government,  a volun- 
teer or  a conscript  army?  In  recent  military 
coups  in  Greece,  Argentina,  Peru,  in  each 
case  the  army  was  conscripted.  When  mili- 
tary coups  have  occurred  it  is  the  upper 
echelon  of  the  officer  corps  that  usually  di- 
rect the  coup,  and  they  are  professional,  ca- 
reer men  whether  the  ranks  are  volunteers 
or  conscripts.  The  officer’s  corps  is  larger 
in  a conscript  than  a volunteer  army  because 
of  the  immense  load  of  short  term  trainees. 
Plistorically  every  great  nation  that  has 
adopted  permanent  conscription  has  used  it 
as  an  adjunct  to  growing  militarism  and  an 
aggressive  foreign  policy.  The  lesson  would 
seem  to  be,  beware  the  military,  especially 
when  they  have  the  power  to  conscript. 

Goetz  is  disturbed  because  draft  repeal  is 
backed  by  both  doves  and  hawks,  because 
pacifists,  in  working  to  end  the  draft,  are 
being  used  by  the  Nixon  forces.  Let  me  re- 
assure him.  A National  Council  to  Repeal 
the  Draft  has  been  organized  including  the 
wide  range  of  opinion  that  he  finds  so  dis- 
tressing. Ail  participants  are  aware  that  the 
area  of  agreement  is  narrow.  All  oppose  con- 
scription because  it  is  incompatible  with  a 
free  government  and  destructive  of  individ- 
ual liberty.  Some  see  conscription  as  depriv- 
ing Congress  of  its  constitutional  power  to 
declare  war  by  giving  the  administration  the 
ability  to  wage  undeclared  war  at  will.  Some 
want  to  end  the  draft  because  a volunteer 
army  is  seen  as  a more  effective  armed  force. 
Some  see  the  end  of  conscription  as  an  op- 
portunity to  reduce  the  role  of  the  military, 
to  reassess  our  national  priorities,  and  to 
refocus  our  foreign  policy  on  human  wel- 
fare rather  than  national  power,  resuming 
once  more  the  work  of  building  the  inter- 
national institutions  of  cooperation  and  se- 
curity. 

Cooperation  to  end  the  draft  does  not  pre- 
sume agreement  on  everything  else.  Once 
the  draft  is  repealed  we  may  well  be  on  dif- 
ferent sides  in  the  decisions  about  alterna- 
tives. Those  who  feel  national  survival  de- 
pends on  military  might  will  still  be  aligned 
against  those  of  us  who  feel  real  peace  will 
require  a recognition  that  mankind  is  a world 
community  which  to  be  organized  for  human 
welfare  must  learn  to  settle  conflicts  by  jus- 
tice under  law.

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STATE  OF  THE  SOCIETY  REPORTS 


Southern  California  Quarterly  Meeting 

(This  portion  of  the  Southern  California  Quar- 
terly Meeting  report  was  omitted  by  mistake  from 
the  previous  issue  and  is  now  printed  with  the  Edi- 
tor’s apologies.) 

SANTA  MONICA  also  phrased  their  re- 
port in  queries.  Their  strength  is  “a  family 
feeling  of  love,  affection  and  concern  for 
each  other.’’  They  mentioned  that  their 
greatest  change  was  in  growth  of  the  “Com- 
mittee for  Chaos,”  a young  adult  group  with 
a strong  commitment  to  social  action. 

WESTWOOD  has  had  a problem  with  the 
moving  away  of  many  valued  attenders. 
They  have  been  unable  to  attract  new  mem- 
bers in  spite  of  active  outreach.  The  Meet- 
ing is  concerned  about  the  lack  of  stunulat- 
ing  projects  for  members  and  of  resources 
and  members  to  follow  through  with  sug- 
gestions and  plans. 

WHITLEAF  is  a close,  relatively  stable 
Meeting.  Their  young  people  maintain  a con- 
tinuing program  of  meetings  and  outings  to- 
gether. Adult  members  also  enjoy  occasional 
weekends  of  fellowship  and  spiritual  seek- 
ing. 

REDLANDS  and  RIVERSIDE  MEET- 
INGS did  not  report. 

On  the  Quarter  level.  Mid- Winter  Fel- 
lowship was  larger  this  year  than  at  any  time 
in  the  past.  There  were  stimulating  discus- 
sion groups,  particularly  about  sanctuary, 
and  an  interesting  experience  of  worship 
through  the  dance. 

The  Quarter’s  Committee  of  Ministry  and 
Counsel  has  been  emphasizing  intervisita- 
tion. Committee  members  have  visited  Los 
Angeles,  Marloma,  San  Fernando,  and  La 
Jolla  Meetings  during  their  discussions  of 
their  State  of  the  Society  reports.  It  was  not 
possible  to  accept  Whitleaf’s  and  Claremont’s 
invitations  to  these  discussions.  Santa  Bar- 
bara has  also  been  visited.  Several  exchanges 
of  visits  between  Meetings  are  being  planned 
and  some  Meetings  have  already  enjoyed 
joint  activities. 

For  many  reasons,  it  has  not  been  possi- 
ble to  give  needed  help  to  our  newest  Month- 
ly Meeting.  Because  of  this,  the  Quarterly 
Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Counsel  will  con- 
tinue oversight  of  Westwood  Meeting  for 
another  year.

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting 

“. . . that  we  will  come  to  know  in  great- 
er measure  the  power  of  genuine  re- 
ligious community.” 

College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting  did  not 
change  its  name  a few  years  ago  when  it 
was  decided  to  meet  just  three  times  a year, 
but  the  role  of  the  “Quarterly”  was  changed 
markedly  when  the  lengths  of  the  Meetings 
were  increased.  Of  the  three  Quarterly  meet- 
ings, only  the  one  held  mid-winter  remains  a 
single-day  gathering.  Even  it  has  somewhat 
larger  and  more  spirited  attendance  than 
formerly.  The  fall  and  spring  meetings  are 
held  over  weekends  and  are  attended  by  up 
to  200  persons;  the  increase  is  mostly  chil- 
dren and  Young  Friends.  Business,  in  ac- 
cordance with  Parkinson’s  Law,  has  expand- 
ded  to  partially  fill  the  time  available;  this 
has  become  a time  for  meaningful  search 
and  participation  in  the  four  committees 
(Peace,  Social  Order,  Ministry  & Oversight, 
and  Religious  Education)  and  in  fellowship, 
workshops  and  recreation.  In  some  respects 
the  feeling  or  tone  of  these  weekend  meet- 
ings become  comparable  to  that  experienced 
at  Yearly  Meeting  v/ith,  at  least,  one  serious 
exception:  our  meetings  tend  to  be  centered 
in  our  efforts  to  mend  society — we  do  not 
begin  with  ourselves  but  the  the  condition 
of  others,  and  corporate  worship  has  not 
deepened  as  it  might  or  should. 

An  overview  of  the  individual  meetings  of 
College  Park  Quarterly  reveals  many  ob- 
vious differences  between  them.  It  is  more 
significant  than  that  of  facing  the  desert  or 
the  sea,  although  the  physical  distance  sep- 
arating meetings  one  from  another  is  real;  it 
is  a day’s  drive  between  our  most  distant 
meetings.  Some  meetings  are  clustered  clos- 
er to  one  another  than  the  residential  pattern 
of  individual  members  within  other  single 
meetings.  There  are  the  differences  of  own- 
ing and  maintaining  meeting  houses,  town 
or  urban  settings,  liberal  or  conservative  en- 
vironments, and  proximity  to  AFSC  or  FCL 
programs  or  offices. 

It  is  not  these  differences  which  trouble 
Friends  most.  Rather,  as  several  meetings  re- 
port, it  is  the  non-togetherness  of  members 
of  the  same  meeting:  the  “lack  of  acceptance” 
and  “inability  to  communicate”  and  “un- 
usual personal  distress”  and  “abrasive  rela- 
tions.” 

There  seems  to  be  a correlation  between 
small  meeting  size  and  personal  estrange- 
ment within.  In  larger  meetings  where  every 
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member  or  attender  can  not  easily  know  or 
relate  to  every  other  (“We  long  to  call  one 
another  by  name”)  the  personal  antagonisms 
seem  to  be  less  and,  where  they  exist,  are 
more  apt  to  surface  over  a controversial  de- 
cision or  action.  No  meeting  but  regrets  these 
tensions,  and  all  seem  “to  long  to  respond  to 
God  and  to  one  another  more  simply  and 
wisely  than  we  now  do.”  And  the  way,  it  has 
been  pointed  out,  is  not  in  submerging 
“needs  too  deep  for  easy  words”  but  “per- 
haps ...  is  in  coming  face  to  face  with  one 
another  in  many  different  kinds  of  ways, 
and  more  often  than  once  a week.” 

The  Quarterly  has  provided  more  oppor- 
tunity in  the  longer  meetings  for  relaxed 
time  and,  thus,  nurturing  friendships  and  un- 
derstanding. 

Last  year  we  reported  on  the  new  meet- 
ing in  our  presence,  Marin  Monthly  Meet- 
ing, and  Marin  seems  not  at  all  burdened  by 
being  the  Quarter’s  thirteenth  Meeting.  This 
year,  happily,  we  can  account  continuance 
of  the  Hayward  Worship  Group,  which  is 
under  the  care  of  Berkeley  Meeting.  Despite 
the  inevitable  pruning  when  a new  group 
springs  in  part  from  an  old,  Berkeley  Meet- 
ing has  “experienced  the  largest  growth. . . 
since  (its)  beginning.”  On  the  other  hand  it 
must,  regretfully,  be  acknowledged  that  Del- 
ta Meeting  may  not  for  long  have  the  nu- 
merical strength  to  meet  regularly,  part  of 
its  difficulty  iDeing  the  growing  exodus  of 


Friends  to  Canada.  Our  Quarter’s  northward 
emigration  alone  may  have  equaled  the  to- 
tal Friends  emigration  to  Costa  Rica  after 
World  War  II. 

Despite  the  proximity  of  some  of  our 
Meetings  to  Friends  Churches,  only  one 
Meeting  manages  a continuing  relationship 
with  a Quaker  church. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  some  meetings 
report  of  the  “growing  interest  among  high 
school  students  in  attending  meeting”  or 
“the  large  numbers  of  young  people.”  This 
year  a unique  educational  enterprise  arose 
at  Quarterly  Meeting  generated  by  a discus- 
sion among  the  youth.  Quarterly  and  indivi- 
dual meetings  helped  sponsor  two  young 
Friends  graduating  from  high  school  so  that 
they  might  “interne”  with  the  FCNL  in 
Washington,  D.C.  for  three  months. 

Although  action  concerns  tend  to  pre- 
occupy our  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  some 
Monthly  Meetings  acknowledge  that  indivi- 
dual Friends  “are  overburdened  with  duties 
in  schools  and  colleges  and  the  ‘helping’  and 
business  professions  and  must  express  social 
concerns  in  the  callings  that  have  been  cho- 
sen rather  than  through  explicitly  Quaker 
activities,”  yet  there  remains  the  knowledge 
that  worship  must  be  “the  central  interest  of 
the  Meeting”  if  we  are  to  move  “toward  a 
truth  whose  value  is  not  exhausted  and 
which  can  be  freshly  lived.” 


EPISTLE  OF  THE 

NINTH  GENERAL  REUNION  OF  FRIENDS 
IN  MEXICO 


May  2-5, 1969 
To  All  Friends  Everywhere: 

We  the  participants  in  this  reunion  send 
greetings  of  love  to  Friends  throughout  the 
World  as  we  express  our  joy  for  the  privi- 
lege of  being  gathered  here.  We  have  come 
from  Ciudad  Victoria,  Monterrey,  El  Mante, 
Tampico,  Morelia,  Mexico,  D.F.;  England, 
New  York,  Canada,  Guatemala,  Costa  Rica, 
Colombia;  and  two  representatives  of  the 
Friends  World  Committee  from  Philadel- 
phia. We  regret  very  much  that  the  Friends 
for  whom  we  awaited  so  eagerly  from  Yearly 
Meeting  of  Guatemala,  Honduras  and  El  Sal- 
vador, did  not  arrive.  We  likewise  felt  the 
absence  of  the  representative  from  the  Year- 
ly Meeting  of  Friends  in  Cuba  whom  we 
were  eager  to  welcome.  We  appreciated  so 
much  the  messages  of  affection  and  unity  in 
the  Spirit  which  we  have  received. 


Conscious  of  living  in  a world  of  many 
tensions,  conflicts  and  manifestations  of  vio- 
lence, we  have  examined  causes  and  our  re- 
sponsibility as  Friends  in  the  presence  of 
violence  in  our  society.  With  deep  concern 
for  the  anguishing  complexity  of  problems 
of  Latin  America  we  have  asked,  “Are  we 
as  Friends  prepared  to  face,  in  the  Spirit  of 
Nonviolence,  the  problems  of  the  violence 
surrounding  us?” 

Our  society  needs  an  integral  education. 
Fear  and  frustration  cause  violence.  We 
must  orient  and  participate  in  the  realization 
of  social  change.  Nonviolence  is  learned 
through  acts  and  the  formation  of  new  ha- 
bits. the  starting  point  is  in  the  individual 
with  self  discipline  and  increased  sensibility 
before  specific  action.  We  need  to  campaign 
against  corruption  by  pledging  not  to  give 
bribes,  suffering  the  consequences.  We  need 
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to  draw  close  to  youth  in  trying  to  under- 
stand their  unrest,  their  aspirations,  and 
their  disillusion  in  encountering  the  hypoc- 
risy of  individuals  and  institutions. 

Love  is  not  merely  a sentiment  but  an  en- 
ergy of  constant  good  will.  Understanding, 
forgiveness,  and  expressed  love  can  unite  us 
in  firm  opposition  to  evil.  Conviction  is  often 
born  through  action. 

We  are  deeply  concerned  with  the  diffu- 
sion of  ideas,  attitudes  and  techniques  of  vio- 
lence taught  through  television,  contributing 
to  increased  juvenile  delinquency.  We  must 
obtain  healthy  programs  through  acting  at 
the  sources. 

Violence  represents  an  absence  of  spirit- 
ual maturity.  We  are  concerned  with  the 
erosion  of  justice  and  non-observance  of  the 
Constitution.  We  want  a humanized  society 
without  inequalities,  which  practices  justice, 
where  human  rights  will  be  respected.  We 
propose  organizing  groups  of  law  students, 
advised  by  lawyers  to  help  prevent  injustice 
to  the  poor. 

Aware  of  the  small  number  of  Friends  in 
Mexico  and  in  the  world,  we  felt  a deep  im- 
pact by  the  expressed  concern  of  a young 
man  for  the  need  of  growth  in  the  Friends 
movement  because  “the  task  is  great  for  so 
few.” 

Having  experienced  the  living  feeling  of 
unity  among  participating  Friends,  we  wish 
to  share  with  all  this  deep  spiritual  joy.  We 
believe  that  at  this  hour  in  the  life  of  human- 
ity, the  unity  of  Friends  will  be  fortified  with 
more  exchanges,  more  visits  of  Friends  to 
Yearly  Meetings,  and  more  active  participa- 
tion in  local  projects  as  well  as  in  projects 
common  to  Friends  throughout  the  world. 

In  this  world  of  tensions,  conflicts,  and 
violence,  we  are  aware  of  our  share  of  re- 
sponsibility for  social  injustice,  divisions,  and 
non-communication  between  peoples  and 
countries.  We  reaffirm  our  faith  that  it  is 
given  to  every  man  to  become  conscious  of 
the  Inner  Light  and  from  this  starting  point, 
through  his  efforts,  grow  in  the  Spirit.  We 
believe  that  God,  the  Spirit  of  Love,  is  at 
work  in  His  creation  and  through  men  who 
are  receptive  to  His  light  and  who  act  in  har- 
mony with  Truth. 


LET  YOUR  LIGHT  SHINE 

Many,  perhaps  most  members  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  will  never  forget  Cecil  A.  Thomas,  the  big, 
serious  jolly  man  about  whom  and  with  whom  a 
special  spirit  seemed  to  move.  A persuasive  and  per- 
vading spirit,  an  ambience  of  hope,  high  spirits  and 
cooperative  good  will  that  made  us  all  feel  impor- 
tant and  useful,  and  that  a lot  of  things  are  worth- 
while and  possible.  Cecil  was  a tremendous  activa- 
tor and  encourager,  one  who  himself  worked  will- 
ingly and  cheerily  long  hours,  before  breakfast  and 
after  midnight,  making  the  labors  a pleasure  to  the 
volunteers  who  joined  the  regulars,  activating  young 
and  middle  aged — even  elderly — people  to  take 
part  in  “saving  the  world” — well,  helping  it  struggle 
ahead  a bit  anyhow. 

Cecil  was  an  enthusiastic  worker  for  peace  and 
for  brotherhood  and  justice.  The  first  year  of  their 
marriage  he  and  Frances  Smith  Thomas  taught  at 
a Congregational  high  school  in  Alabama,  where 
they  first  knew  Coretta  Scott  King  as  a student. 
Cecil  earned  his  doctorate  in  social  work  during  the 
years  he  was  a YMCA  worker  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity in  Columbus.  He  and  Frances  came  to  Berke- 
ley with  their  sons  Stephen  and  David  in  1954,  serv- 
ing on  the  U.C.  YMCA  staff  until  he  became  asso- 
ciate peace  secretary  for  the  AFSC  in  San  Francisco 
in  1963.  Friends  increasing  concern  for  the  war  in 
Vietnam  and  its  underlying  causes  led  to  Cecil’s 
work  on  U.S.-China  relations  which  began  with  his 
organization,  for  AFSC,  of  conferences  of  scholars, 
business  men  and  citizens — the  first  such  conferences 
in  decades — a major  one  at  UC -Berkeley,  then  a 
nation-wide  conference  in  Washington,  D.C.  out  of 
which  developed  the  National  Committee  on  U.S.- 
China  Relations.  After  two  strenuous  years  of  labor 
as  head  of  this  group,  Cecil  and  Frances  were  in  the 
midst  of  a vacation  trip  around  the  world  when  the 
terrible  automobile  accident  in  Africa  took  his  life. 

Friends  went  with  Cecil  in  1956  to  see  if  Martin 
King’s  Montgomery  bus  boycott  could  be  Gandhian 
non-violence.  Friends  went  with  Cecil  to  Freedom 
Rides  and  jail  in  Mississippi,  to  the  March  in  Selma, 
to  protest  at  Lompoc  and  at  the  Nevada  nuclear 
proving  grounds,  when  such  protests  were  new  and 
small.  UC  and  YMCA  friends  and  Friends  went 
with  Cecil  to  see  and  hear  the  incredible  HUAC  in 
action  in  San  Francisco,  where  the  police  “washed 
them  down  the  City  Hall  steps”  with  firehoses  in 
Cecil’s  absence.  Cecil  was  our  spur  to  action,  and 
he  was  always  in  it  himself — more  than  one  could 
think  possible  for  two  or  three  men,  much  less  one. 

Who  can  forget  Cecil  in  lederhosen  and  Alpine 
cap  (covered  with  Peace  buttons  and  such),  airily 
cool  in  that  net  “Norwegian  health  shirt” — shouting 
out  the  call  to  volleyball.  He  made  the  clumsiest 
player,  young  or  old,  happy  and  successful  with  his 
jokes  and  clowning  on  the  court — and  challenged 
the  best  players  and  “fellowshippers”  to  out-do 
themselves  at  the  same  time.  Cecil  said  he  began 
fellowshipping  some  time  back— actually  at  a church 
social  which  he  attended  in  a basket  at  the  age  of 
a very  few  weeks. 

Some  young  Friends  will  remember  Cecil  best  for 
the  Memorial  Day  weekend  hikes  in  the  Sierra 
he  sparked  and  assembled  for  five  or  six  years — 
glorious  expeditions  they  were  with  all  ages  and 
conditions  roughing  it  m one  grand,  disorganized, 
blistered,  snowy  joy  . . . Cecil  had  a great  heart  and 
will  be  grievously  missed  for  a long  time  to  come.

F'inally  she  worked  her  way  into 
the  line  of  Bacon’s  sight,  and  he  leaned  over  and 
asked  her;  “Has  thee  anything  to  lay  before  us?”
